A close and accurate observer of agri- 
cultural matters reports with regard to 
this harvest, that Illinois is much the 
largest producer of Indian corn, more 
than one sixth of the whole crop of the 
country being grown there, and also 
the largest producer of oata (more than 
20 per cent. of the whole), and of hay 
more than 20 per cent. Pennsylvania 
takes the lead in the production of rye 
—nearly one-third of the prodnet of the 
whole country, and in buckwheat over 
42 per cent. New Jersey produces 
more rye than other State, according to 
population. New York takes the lead 
in the production of barley; about 40 
per eent. of the whole country. Vir- 
ginia takes the lead in tobacco; about 
40 per cent. ofthe whole country. New 
York, and New Jersey, 
together produce two-thirds of all the 
rye, New York stands the tenth State 
in the production of Indian corn, being 
exceeded by Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, 
lowa, Tennessee, Penusylvania, Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky and Missouri. In 
wheat, New York is execeded by Illi- 
nois, Wisconsin, Michigan and Iowa. 
Illinois alone has in corn al out 5,000,- 
000 acres; in wheat, 2,196,000 acres; 
in rye, 345,000 acres; in oats, 883,000
